On 12-05-18 at approximately 1613 hours Dep. Larimer and I conducted a 
traffic stop on a silver in color sedan bearing an AZ license plate of WV0732 at 
the intersection of Carmelita and 7th St for a civil traffic violation. During 
the course of the stop the driver was identified as Raquel Faur and the front 
seat passenger was identified as John Hodge. Faur gave Dep. Larimer consent to

Vn 12/5/18 I was requested to assist the CCSO street crimes unit service, and 
execute a search warrant at 217 N 1st St, Sierra Vista. 

Once on scene, I deployed with my agency issued Glock 21 duty firearm. As I 
quickly approached the residence, I found that Dep. Gilbert and Dep Norton had 
located an individual out of the home on a narrow pathway North of the home. 
While the individual was held at gun point by the other deputies, I removed some 
loose fencing from the way to allow for a safe apprehension. I then assisted in 
tactically covering both deputies while the male was placed in handcuffs by Dep 
Gilbert. The individual was then left in the control of Dep. Gilbert. 

Sgt Watkins and myself then approached a secondary residence on the rear of the 
property, and found that it was occupied by a single white male (later 
identified as Michael Turner). Sgt Watkins and myself gave verbal commands to 
Turner and were able to safely place him in handcuffs and pass him off to Dep 
Marshall. A check for additional occupants was conducted of this rear structure, 
and was met with negative results for additional persons. It should be noted 
when this structure had a strong odor of freshly burned marijuana.
